The History of Roxbury course allowed 
students to feel, touch and see the history of 
Roxbury. The class explored Roxbury from its 
17th century colonial history to its 
suburbanization in the 19th century. The 
course also tracked Roxbury's rich Irish, 
African, and Jewish heritage, which flourished 
in the 19th and 20th centuries as well as its 
present-day struggles to achieve social justice 
and economic and political equality. The class 
took trolley tours to explore several Roxbury 
historical sites. Absorbed in the history of 
Roxbury, students developed a greater 
appreciation of the community that welcomes 
and takes pride in their college campus. 



BIOTECHNOLOGY 

We are pleased to announce the start of our 
new Certificate Program in Biotechnology. 
Students learn to analyze diagnostic tests and 
therapeutic agents for both established and 
emerging illnesses, to understand how to 
produce more nutritious and plentiful sources 
of food, and how to develop novel methods of 
remedying environmental ills. The Biotechnology/ 
Bioscience Certificate Program at Roxbury 
Community College is designed for students 
who wish to learn about the field of 
biotechnology or who may want to prepare

many biotechnology companies in the Boston 
area.

THE NEW LEARNING COMMUNITY 
I (MetLife FOUNDATION COMMUNITY 
COLLEGE CONNECTION PROGRAM) 

A grant received from the MetLife Foundation Community College 
Connection Program is being used to fund the New Learning 
Community (NLC) Project at Roxbury Community College. The NLC 
Project enabled academically disadvantaged students to begin their 
community college studies in fall 2005 and spring 2006. Following 
orientation and assessment, twenty students were selected each 
semester to take pre-college courses to ensure their success at 
Roxbury Community College. Once enrolled, a College Survival 
seminar prepared them for the many ways in which they can be 
academically successful, including tutorial services, peer study 
groups, instructional guidance, as well as becoming involved in the 
college's active student life. 
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STUDENT LIFE 

Roxbury Community College's educational 
philosophy fosters development not only of 
the academic potential of its students, but also 
of their social and physical potential. All 
students are encouraged to become involved 
in activities that promote leadership qualities, 
initiative, and cooperation through social 
interaction and exploration of personal 
interests. The Athletics Department offers 
students the opportunity to participate in a 
wide range of sports and offers fitness 
activities for the entire College community.
